Tombs prison this morning but before 
the day is over her lawyers may do 
posit the ?15,000 bail, which will give 
the woman her freedom. Mr. Carpen- 
ter admitted today that he believed he 
would be able to deposit the amount 
this afternoon. 


Mrs. Chadwick's declaration that she 


would not spend two nights in prison 
in default of so small 
an 
amount 


availf-il nothing. 3he told the guard 
this forenoon, wearily: "Weil, this is 
the "last day of this torture, thank 
heaven." 


A puzzling question today is, where 


will Mrs. Chadwick go if she gets bat!? 
She has said that she would return to 
Cleveland immediately and fat-.e her ac- 
cusers. She contends that she still 
has influential friends 
in Cleveland 


who would help her if she could reach 
their ears. She announced that s 
would waive examination here and al- 
low the marshal to take her to Cleve- 
Ind last night, and she probably wouK 
have none so had she not got a tel- 
egram from Judge Albaugh. of Canton, 
advising her not to do so. There are 
stories afloat today tiiat Mrs. Chad- 
wick in fact does jict intend to go to 
Cleveland if she succeeds in getti 
bail, but that her course will be in an 
opposite direction with a destination 
unknown. The question of whether 
Mrs Chadwick would be extraditable 
from foreign 
lands on the present 


charges against her is being investi- 
gated today. 


At 11 o'clock today Attorney Carpen- 


ter said he had not obtained bail. He 
seemed to have lost his confidence that 
the cash would be forthcoming. 


Carpenter and Powers, Mrs. Chad 


wick's New York, lawyers, paid a visit 
to her cell just before noon todEiy. 


Mrs. Chadwick spent another rest- 


less night in her cell. It was after 
midnight before she lay down upon the 
hard cot. Then she tossed uneasily for 
hours. 


Mrs. Chad wick sent for the prison 


caterer for her breakfast and also ask- 
ed that the newspapers be sent to her 
She neglected her ineal to read with in- 
tres;- the account of the discovery that 
the securities held by Banker Rey- 
nolds were worthless. Mrs. Chadwick 
did r.ot know until she got the papers 
that this phase of her great swindling 
operation was known to the public. 
She sent "telegrams 
to her son and 


Frieda P.wanson, r-ummoning them to 
the Tombs. 
Mrs-. Chadwick has quite 


regained 
her remarkable nerve. In 


prison she has thrown off that totter- 
ing gait and trembling weakness. 


Br. Levin, the city physician looked

have been written and signed by the 
same person who filled out and signed

The document purporting to be Mr. 


Carnegie's certificate of trusteeship for 
Mrs. Cnadwick's securities is in the 
same handwriting.

the document is written in the same 
hand. There are two copies, exactly 
alike, but executed separately, and 
neither marked as a duplicate. 


According to this document the se- 


curities held by Andrew Carnegie for 
Mrs. Chadwick consist of U. S Steel 
bonds. Caledonian 
railway stock in 


Scotland and Great Western railway 
stock in England, the three aggregat- 
ing $7,500,000.

PORT ARTHUR TO BE STARVED 


Main Object of Desperate Assault 


Against Fortress Has Been 


Accomplished. 


Washington, Doc. 10—Today the 


Japanese 
legation received a, Tokyo 


dispatch officially reporting the loss of 
the Japanese cruiser Saiyan which' 
struck a mine near Port Arthur. A 
captain and 37 men were drowned. The 
message also confirms the reported dis- 
aster to the Russian vessels at Port 
Artltur. 


London, Dec. 10.—According to the 


Morning Post's Shanghai dispatches 
the Port Arthur forces with the ex- 
ception of those manning the forta, 
have already retreated to Laotie moun- 
tain. Details continue to filter in of 
the capture of 203-Meter hill. 
The 


Daily Telegraph's correspondent be- 
fore Port Arthur explains that the 
final capture was due to a strong and 
sustained Japanese feint against the 
eastern fortification on the night of 
Dec. 5 and the position of 203-Meter 
hill being an enfilading one, forced the 
Russians to evacuate without a con- 
test a parallel line of semi-permanent 
defences extending eastward and ir- 
regularly over the slopes within a half 
mile north of Etse mountain. 
The 


Japanese casualties at 203-Meter hill 
alone exceeded the total of the battle 
of Nanshan, according to the Daily 
Mail's-Tokyo dispatches. 


A dispatch from Tokyo states: 
"In the destruction of the Russian 


squadron at 
Port Arthur, preclud- 


ing the possibility of its being able to 
reinforce the Russian second Pacific 
squadron, the Japanese have accom- 
plished the main object of the desper- 
ate assaults against the fortress which 
they have been making for three 
months. There is now a strong prob- 
ability that, while continuing the siege, 
:hey will avoid losses of the magni- 
:ude attending their efforts, and in- 
stead of assaulting will rely on starv- 
ing out the garrison until it is finally 
captured. 


"Considerable astonishment is €*•' 


pressed here over the fact that the 
Russians in no way resisted the dis--' 
abling of the Port Arthur fleet. Now, 
that the Port Arthur fleet has, been 
disabled, it is deemed impossible for
